We have been told many times that the 
American Judicial system Is badly over- 
burdened. Both federal and state courts are 
far behind, and Justice often is defeated by 

-But there are other things about our court 
system' that bear examination. Complaints 
mount in many quarter^^that those courts 
which deal with crfihlnai cases are xpclc- 
— lesslvJenlwit w ith nf fftn d ers in all tOQ mtynv 
instances. 

In one large city, a recent report indi- 
cated that in: 164 robbery cases tried In 
1058)., the average .sentence was Just- 10 
months. Ana 23 per cent of the defendants 
repeaters. As ior burglary, the sentences' 
averaged"the-same, thqjigh 47 per cent of 
the coses Involved repeaters. 

Much criticism is offered of the quality 
and character of Judges in' municipal, po- 
lice and magistrates' courts. 

If any nationwide surveys of this prob- 
lem, and the general matter of Judicial 
leniency, have' been made, they, have not 
received merited attention. Perhaps we 
need' a .fresh, corhprchensive loolc. at the 
lower echelons of the Judicial system. 

.Such a- thorough review deserves the 
spoiurarship of no less than the President 
of the United States.

Well, the form of his name once 
was Tlicodore Beghart Hart Bram- 
eid and, as Theodore B. H. Bram- 
eid, he composed In 1D33 p.1 the 
hotbed of the University of Chi- 
cago an essay entitled "A Philo- 
sophic Approach to Communism.' 
For this he got a degree of doctor 
of philosophy. 

Another scholar. Dr. Rlx Pierce 
Butler, rector of St. Peter's Episco- 
pal church. Ilosedale. L.I., wrote 
that in those daya pt Chicago a 
candidate could get a degree "by 
writing as obscurely on the exis- 
tence of the quartermaster system 
among Texas warrior ants." Dr. 
Butler insisted that when he was 
Introduced to -Brameid at Union 
theoJofflcal by Prof. Harry P. 
Ward, a spectacular devotee of 
drastic Issues and causes. Ward 
described Brameid as the "out- 
jtwnrtitiy ^arrint, thlnk/r < if fflif 
genera tlon."

Such Individual dbposul systems 
aa septlo tanks ore often quite 
satlsfoctoiy In ipartely-pwulated 
rural areas. But when cities and 
towns begin ttt expand into these 
arena troubles start. 

"The existing sanitation lystenu 
were never Intended to be satis- 
factory lor heavily populoted urban 
areas ond they begin to fall," he 
sold. "As population builds up you 
start to outgrow them." 

Many cities In the state already 
are aware they have outgrown the 
aonltatlon foclUUes they've used 
In the past and'are taking. steps 
to-Tnodemlee-them,-por-exampio, 
IdahaiPaUsdBocatelto:ftnd:Payette 
are just -«ompletlng treatment 
plana while Welser Is Jtut starting 
to build one. 

Anderson estimates that only 
about 35 per cent of the people who 
were served by sewers tour years 
ago In Idaho-had sewage treat- 
meiit ficl]ltl^~ltr well.

1048 was only two to three months 
far this JnwrJnbJy fnlnl cancer of 
the blood. Nov, he said, it has In- 
creased to between 13 and Xi 
months. ■- 

He spoke at a newS' conference 
durlnii a national conference or 
experimental cUnlcnl cancer chem- 
oihempy- that Is, the use ot chem- 
icals In treating certain forma oE 
cancer. The conference Is spon- 
- Bored by tho publle health eervlce. 
' Dr. Prelrelch said more than SO 
per cent of children suffering from 
acute leukemia will tempororlty 
respond to a group of drugs which 
have become standard treatment 
for tha malady during the last 10 
ycors.
